Even  though  the  Methodists  of  Ken- 
tucky endured  great  sacrifice  to  main- 
tain the  new  school,  the  hardships  of 
a  frontier  country  became  too  great, 
and  Bethel  Academy  went  out  of 
existence    about    fifteen    years   later.

The  original  campus  of  Asbury  College  comprised  six 
acres  of  land  surrounding  the  present  site  of  the  Wilmore 
Methodist  Church.  Here  the  first  building  was  erected. 
In  the  two  upstairs  rooms  of  this  four-room  structure  the 
school  opened  on  September  2,  1890  with  eleven  students 
and  three  teachers.  Work  was  immediately  begun  on  the 
second  building,  Music  Hall,  into  which  Reverend  Hughes 
moved  the  school  late  in  November.  Although  this  first 
year  brought  many  struggles,  nevertheless,  God  was  faith- 
ful and  before  the  first  commencement  in  May,  1891,  the 
enrollment  had  reached  seventy-five.

THE  CLASSES 


When  Music  Hall  was  dedicated,  J.  W.  Hughes  christened 
the  school  "Kentucky  Holiness  College".  However,  the 
presiding  bishop  reminded  him  that  all  Methodist  schools 
stood  for  Holiness.  Thereupon,  Reverend  Hughes  sought 
a  new  name  for  the  institution.  Since  the  name  "Asbury 
College"  came  to  him  while  he  was  praying  about  the 
matter,  he  knew  his  school  was  to  continue  the  mission  of 
Bethel  Academy.  In  the  summer  of  1891  a  chapel  which 
provided  room  for  daily  chapel  services  as  well  as  for  several 
class-rooms  was  erected.  Later  this  structure  served  as  a 
dormitory  for  men.

Desiring  to  make  it  possible  for  a  greater  number  of  minis- 
ters to  receive  training,  J.  W.  Hughes  sponsored  in  1895 
tlie  erection  of  Ministers'  Hall,  a  two-story  frame  dormitory 
open  to  young  men  preparing  for  definite  Cfiristian  service. 
Likewise  for  the  benefit  of  ministers,  theological  subjects 
gradually  found  place  in  the  course  of  study.  However,  it 
was  not  until  about  1910  that  special  courses  in  theology 
and  Bible  other  than  those  offered  in  the  College  of  Liberal 
Arts  appeared.  This  marked  the  beginning  of  the  Seminary 
which  was  chartered  in  1923.

The  erection  oF  the  old  brick  Administration  Building  in 
1900  marked  the  climax  of  the  building  program  under  J.  W. 
Hughes.  This  was  an  imposing  building  providing  ample 
room  for  classes,  a  library,  and  auditorium.  During  the  same 
year  a  land  purchase  increased  the  campus  to  fourteen  and 
a  half  acres.  It  is  not  surprising  that  the  responsibility  of 
heading  the  growing  institution  was  becoming  too  great  for 
individual  control.  Consequently,  in  1904  Mr.  Hughes 
transferred  Asbury  College  to  the  control  of  a  Board.  The 
following  year  marked  the  end  of  the  Hughes 
administration.

ORGANIZATIONS 


In  the  (all  of  1905  the  Board  elected  B.  F.  Haynes  to  the 
presidency.  Whereas  J.  W.  Hushes  had  been  a  strong 
advocate  For  co-education,  Haynes  opposed  it.  As  a  result, 
in  1908  the  Board  purchased  Bellevue  College,  a  Presby- 
terian school  then  located  on  the  present  site  of  Asbury, 
and  save  it  over  to  young  ladies,  retainins  the  orisinal 
campus  for  young  men.  The  next  four  years  saw  Asbury 
adrift  on  stormy  seas.  Newton  D.  Wray  followed  B.  F. 
Haynes  as  president.  During  his  first  year,  the  disastrous 
fire  of  March  18,  1909  destroyed  both  Music  Hall  and  the 
old  Administration  Building.

Following  the  great  (ire  of  1909  all  classes  were  transferred 
to  the  Bellevue  campus.  For  a  time  the  Board  considered 
moving  the  College  from  Wilmore.  However^  after  careful 
consideration,  they  agreed  to  rebuild  it  on  the  Bellevue 
site,  provided  the  community  would  raise  fifteen  thousand 
dollars.  The  money  was  raised  and  the  present  Adminis- 
tration Building  and  Wesley  Hall  were  erected  during  this 
rebuilding  program.  In  the  fall  of  1909  Dr.  A.  S.  Watkins 
came  as  the  new  president.  It  was  his  task  to  talce  the  school 
through  one  of  the  most  trying  winters  of  its  existence.

In 
191  7  Glide  and  Crawford  Halls  were  remodeled  from  the 
two  original  buildings  of  the  Bellevue  campus.  The  Gym- 
nasium and  Fletcher  Hall  were  finished  in  1918  and  Morri- 
son Hall,  in  1925.
